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Seven More American Warships 
Ordered to Turkish Waters 


@ WASHINGTON, July 29.—American 
naval forces in the Near Hast will be 
augmented by six destreyers which 
were ordered today by the Navy. De- 
‘partment to: proceed from Philadel- 
phia as soon as the personnel can be 
raised to the required complement, 
probably within the next ten days. 

The six destroyers will increase the 
naval forces in Turkish waters under 
Rear Admiral Mark L. Bristol to ten 
destroyers in addition to the cruiser 
Chattanooga, the Admiral’s flagship. 

It was explained at the department 
that the additional destroyers were 
being sent to Turkish waters purely 
as a precautionary measure, so that 
American lives and property could 
have immediate protection in the 
event that the necessity for such ac- 
tion arose. 

It was announced later at the Navy 
Department that the cruiser St. 
Louis, commanded by Captain O. B. 
Theleen, had been ordered to proceed 
to Turkish waters with the six: de- 
| stroyers. The St, Louis is now at 
Philadelphia. 


$40,000 IN LIQUORS 
IN BIG RAIDS 


Federal Squads Descend on 
Volstead Law Violators in 
Jersey City and Newark. 











$6,000 IN WOMAN’S FLAT 


Two Men Are Arrested When 
They Try to Bar Way to 
Bedroom Hoard. 


Federal prohibition enforcement agents 
drafted in this city, Philadelphia and 
Washington yesterday afternoon de- 
scended on scores of saloons, wholesale 
liquor dealers and ‘‘ speak easies’’ in 
cities and towns in Hudson and Hssex 
Counzities, in. New Jersey, and by night- 
fall had seized thousands of dollars’ 
worth of liquors on search warrants. Is- 
sued within the last week by United 
States Commissioner John A. Mathews 
Tin & re. 

Enforcetfient squads up to late inst 
night hdd acted on fifty-two warrants 
in Newark; seizing four truckloads of 
liquors, valued. at between $35,000 and 
$40,000, and arresting two mén who in- 


terfered. with them when one force of Jer 


raiders ‘uncovered $6,000 worth of whisky 
in the-apartment of a woman above a 
saloon at 117 Washington Street. 

The warrants executed up to that time 
called for thvestigation of the premises 
of saloonkeepers: and wholesale liquor 
dealers; but those in charge of the 
Newark raids declared that they had 
many more warrants to. serve. 

The raids were conducted under the 
personal supervision of B. P. McGrath, 
from the National Prohibition Enforce- 
ment Office in Washington, and were 
said to'be the outcome of the complaint 
several weeks ago of Samuel Wilson, 
Assistant Superintendent of the Anti- 
Saloon League of New Jersey, to John 
F. Kramer, National Prohibition Com- 
missioner, to the effect that the counties 
in New Jersey adjacent to this city 
‘‘ were as wet as the Atlantic Ocean.” 
Mr. Wilson supplemented that statement 
within the last thirty-six hours with a 
letter to Commissioner Kramer in which 
he alleged that in Newark alone, which 
is the county seat of Essex County, 
there were 866 saloons and ‘*‘ speak- 
easies’’ flagrantly violating the Vol- 
stead law. 

New Men are Adbigned. 

Mr. McGrath was assisted in organiz- 
ing the raiding squads by Jacob »G. Slon- 
aker, assistant to Leo Crossen, Super- 
vising Prohibition Enforcement Agent 
for New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Dela- 
ware, whose office is in Philadelphia. 
To prevent possible interference with the 
work of the raiders twenty-five agents 
of the staff of James Shevlin, Supervis- 
ing Prohibition Enforcement Agent in 
this State, were erred to Mr. Cros- 
sen’s office in Philadelphia and a like 
number of Crossen’s men were sent to 
aid Mr. McGrath in the raids in Hud- 
son and Essex County. Mr. Shevlin 
also sent twenty4five of his newest re- 
cruits in the enforcement of the prohi- 
bition law in this city to Jersey City 
and Newark to aid Mr. McGrath and

SUGAR HOARDER 
GETS TWO YEARS 
IN PENITENTIARY 


Federal Judge Howe Sentences 
Retailer Who Had Stored 


200,000 Pounds. 


EXAMPLE MADE OF CULPRIT 


Omits Fine Purposely, to Make 
it a “Jail Instead of a 
Dollar-Mark_Case.” 


5-DAY TRIAL HAS QUICK END 


Jury Returns Verdict. Shortly Be- 
fore Midnight and Sentence Is 
Passed 15 Minutes Later. 


A. Lessen, a small east side grocer, 
was sentenced to two years in the At- 
lanta Penitentiary shortly before mid- 
night last night by Federal Judge Har- 
lan B. Howe, about fifteen minutes after 


a jury in the Federal Court had found 
Lessen guilty of violating the Lever 
act section providing against hoarding 
of foodstuffs. Another grocer, Aaron 
Arrison, tried jointly with Lessen, was 
acquitted. 

The sentence imposed upon Lessen 
was the maximum penalty provided by 
the law, and in imposing it Judge Howe 
declared he had decided not to ‘ put 
the dollar mark on this judgment,” a 
reference to the fact that he might have 
given the defendant the alternative of 
a $5,000 fine. Judge Howe also said he 
hoped the sentence would “‘ have a sal- 
utary effect on anybody in this city who 
contemplated profiteering or hoarding.’’- 

The trial of Lessen and Arrison be- 
gan five days ago. Assistant United 
States District Attorney J. Mattox pre- 
pared the case for the Government, 
while A. Wetmore appeared as attorney 
for the accused grocers. According to 
the. evidence adduced by the Govern- 
ment's. representatives, evidence largely 
gathered by J. J. Price, Chief Assistant 
to.A. W. Riley in charge of the Federal 
“flying squadron,’’~Lessen’ some _ time 
ago began to puretiese ‘sugar in. small 
lots.

Then the foreman 
rose and said that the jury’s decision 
found Lessen guilty as charged, while 
his co-defendant had been exonerated. 

“I could have sentenced Lessen to ae 
a fine of $5,000,’’ said Judge Howe t 
night, *‘as the law provides, but I 
thouniet that I did not want a dollar 
mark on the ju ent. I do not know 
whether this is the first jail sentence 
for sugar hoarding or not, but I do 
know that it is the first sentence of its 
kind. imposed by me. I have had cor-

Panis Resolution Mandamus Is Refused; — 
Mecartney Will Appeal to Supreme Court|‘ 





WASHINGTON, July 29.—Chief Jus- 
tice McCoy of the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court today dismissed the 
Petition for mandamus to compel Secre- 
tary Colby to promulgate the Congres- 
sional peace resolution vetoed by Presi-. 
dent Wilson, and declare the United 
States at peace with Germany and Aus- 
tria. , : 
Harry 8.. Mecartney, an attorney of 
Chicago, who filed the petition, gave 
notice of an appeal to the District Court 
of Appeals and also announced his in- 
tention of .seeking writ of certiorari 
from the United States Supreme Court 
to transfer the case to that tribunal 
without waiting for the action of the 
District Appellate tribunal. 

Waliving the point of absence of for- 
mal demand, as pointed out by the 
court, Government attorneys called the 


attention of the court to the section of 
the Revised Statutes of the United States 
in which is set forth the power of the 
Secretary of State over the laws as 
passed by Congress. 

The attorneys asserted that the Secre- 
tary may declare as laws only such acts 
of Congress as had received the ap- 
proval of the President or had been sent 
to the Secretary by the President of the 
Senate or the Speaker of the House, 
depending on which body was the last 
to pass the act over the veto. 

As thé peace resolution, after being 
veteod by President Wilson, failed of 
re-enactment in the House, the Govern- 
ment contended that the peace resolution 
never reached Mr. Colby, and that a 
mandamus to compel him to promulgate 
something which he had never. received 
would be vain and useless.

Japan’s occupation of the northern half 
of the island of Saghalin. The Nichi 
Nichi says of the nature of the protest, 
however, that the impression exists here 
that the communication is not really a 


protest, but rather an exposition of the 
American viewpoint on occupations of 
Russian territory, with something of 
America's attitude toward the territory 
to be occupied.

Japan’s intention to. occupy Saghalin, 
Siberia, stationing troops at Khabarovsk 
and elsewhere, was the subject of arti 
interpeilation reeently in the House. of 
Peers. Ichizo Hattori, former Governor 
of Hyogo Province, wanted to know 
whether Japan intended to occupy Sag- 
halin permanently in event of failure to 
obtain satisfaction for the Nikolaievsk 
massacre from such a Government as 
might eventually be establifhed in Rus- 
sia. 

Hattori declared that nothing caused 
deeper and more sustained resentment 
than when a nation’s territory was 
partly occupied by another nation. 
said Russia was in confusion now, and 
might prove easy to deal with, but that 
the fact should not be lost sight of that 
Russia was a country of great possibil- 
ities. ‘ 

Her strong latent power. in Siberia, he 
added, offered a field for peaceful and 
economic expansion by the Japanese, 
whose migration there was a possible 
solution of Japan’s over-populated con- 
dition: But this, he asserted, would meet 
with a serious check if bad blood existed 
between the Russians and the Japanese. 

Premier's Statement. 

Premier Hara, replying, said it would 
be detrimental to Japan’s interests to 
disclose: what the government proposed 
to do if no satisfactory settlement of 
the Nikolaievsk massacre was found. 

“Hattori fears occupation of Russian 
territory by Japan might leave indelible 
resentment on the part of the Russians,’’ 
declared the Premier. ‘‘ I share his fear, 
but think it impossible that Japan will 
do nothing to obtain satisfaction for a 
massacre in which 700° Japanese ‘lost 
their lives, even though action is taken 
that may be- productive of Russian re- 
sentment.

One alarm of fire was turned in, but 
before the Fire Department could re- 
spond the blaze had spread rapidly, and 
the wooden ties of surface car and ele- 
vated tracks on the north side of the 
bridge were ablaze. The ties were 
burned for 250 feet. The flames ran 
rapidly along the under side of-the plank- 
ing of the roadway, making the river 
bright from the fire and tts ‘peflection. 
Two sugar-laden barges of the American 
Sugar Refinery were almost directly un- 
der.the burnipg area, and by thé light 
of the blaze firemen and longshoremen 
got to work on the barges and moved 
them from under falling embers. 

The firemen who arrived fisst on the 
bridge attached hose to standpipes, 
which were placed there after a, blaze 
on the Brooklyn Bridge had proved dif- 
ficult to manage from the shore: Be- 
cause the fire was mainly on the bot- 
tom of the bridge and difficult to reach 
with streams from the hose,-the..first 
efforts of the firemen were ineffective, 
and the blaze continued to spread. 

Surface and elevated cars and vehicu- 
lar traffic over the bridge was brought 
to a stop and at 1 o'clock this morning 
there was a line of automobiles held 
up at the Manhattan entrance to the 
bridge. As the fire under the arch of 
the bridge was spreading until it lighted 
the river and Brooklyn shore for several 
hundred yards, two fireboats arrived un- 


derneath and started to shoot jets of | 


water at the fire, but the streams fell 
back into the river without carrying to 


the blazing structure. 

Because there was no danger of injury 
to the steel tackbone of the bridge, the 
fire-fighters were content with turning 
in a single alarm. Additional streams 
were turned on the blaze from stand- 
pipes on the bridge, and the water 
poured on the surface of the roadway 
checked the spread of the blaze under- 
neath. ; 

In spite of the difficulty in getting the 
water on the fire, which was fanned by 
a strong wind, the firemen had it extin- 
guished shortly after 1 o’clock. Several 
lines, of hose were finally run upon the 
bridge from hydrants on shore. Fire- 
men were forced t6 climb down the iron- 
work of the bridge and fight the biaze 
with hose and hand extinguishers. It 
was found that some of the steel rails of 
the elevated had been bent by the heat 
and some of the iron work. on the 
bridge slightly twisted.

AS MURDER 
IST ATER YOUTH 
DIESFOR IT INGHAIR 


Man Phones Police to Save 
Elmer Hyatt’s Life and Is 
Caught Leaving Drug Store. 


DETECTIVES DOUBT STORY 


Prisoner Refuses to Answér Any 
Questions Bearing on Details 
of Rochester Murder. 


HELD IN BELLEVUE HOSPITAL 


Placed in Psychopathic Ward After 
Doctor Recognizes Him as 
Boyhood Schoolmate. 


Six minutes after Elmer Hyatt, an 
eighteen-year-old boy, died in the ‘elec- 
tric chair in Sing Sing Prison last night 
the police of the West Forty-seventh 
Street Station told prison officials over 
the telephone that they had in custody a 
young Man named Robert Barron who 
confessed the crime for which Hyatt 
had been executed. 

Barron was seized as the result of a 
telephone call to Police Headquarters in 
which he said that he and not Hyatt 
shot .to deathein Rochester thirteen 
months ago Patrolman O’Brien of that 
city. 

The police held Barron on a temporary 
charge of vagrancy and were professedly 
skeptical of his. story, believing either 
that he had made a futile attempt to 
get a stay for Hyatt, or else that his 
belief in his own: guilt was pure delu- 
sion. 

At 2 o'clock this morning the prisoner 
was removed to the psycopathic ward at 
Bellevue for observation by Dr. Smith, 
an ambulance surgeon, who said he rec- 
ognized him as an old schoolmate in the 


Brooklyn High School and was sure his} 


real-name was not Barron. 

Barron had sent a telegram: ‘to Sing 
Sing on Wednesday, asking a stay for 
Hyatt on the ground that he, Barron, 
@nd-not Hyatt had committed the crime. 
He sent, or at least exhibited copies of, 
five similar telegrams which he said ‘he 
had dispatched. today... He refused to 
answer any questions that would tend 
to éstablish any familiarity with the 
circumstances. of the killing, and. fur- 
ther doubt was cast on his story when 
the police here learned, they said, that 
Hyatt confessed, and so did his pal in 
the robbery which resulted in the kill- 


ing. 
Fears to Incriminate Himself. 

Barron based his refusal to ‘Answer 
questions upon the ground that he might 
incriminate himself in the absence of 
counsel ‘to protect his* interests. He 
insisted further that all he wanted was 
a half hour with Governor Smith in 
order to get a stay for Hyatt. He was 
hot told_that Hyatt was dead for fear 
the news would excite him and make 
him incoherent. 

He made several confessions, each a 
which he wrote out himself on a type- 
writer,’ but each time hadrefused to sign 
the document. Most of them he tore 
up. One which he allowed the detectives 
to keep read: 

The undersigned at inis mais 12 15 
A. M., July 30, assumes full responsi- 
bility for the offense committed in 
Rochester for’ which the 18-year-old 
boy Elmer Hyatt was to die tonight 
at Sing Sing Prison. On the basis 
of this statement, which is made with 
full understanding, it is earnestly re- 
quested that the execution be post- 
poned twenty-four hours. “The of- 
fense referred to for which this youth 
was to suffer the death penalty had 
to do with the shooting of a police- 
man in the city of Rochester, N. Y., 
about one year ago, in his official 
capacity. 

Barron said he was 380 years old 
and a real estate operator living at 482 
‘Atlantic Avenue, Brooklyn. He tele- 
phoned to police Headquarters at 41 
o'clock, saying he was the guilty man 
and asking that Hyatt should not be 
electrocuted. The operator at head- 
quarters kept him in conversation long 
enough to trace the call to a drug store 
at 864-Ninth Aventie and to notify the 
West Forty-seventh ‘Street Station. 

The Brooklyn address Barron gave 
proved to be a vacant lot. From papers 
in his pocket it was learned that he 
rented desk room at 41 East Twenty- 
ninth Street from E. A. Turner of 118 
Lexington Avenue, a real estate opera- | 
tor. Turner said Barron had been in 
the office about a month and that he

RIVAL FIRM NOW IN. BOSTON 


It Also Pays 50 Per Cent. Profit 
in 45 Days—Foreign Money 
Orders Rate Lowered.

BOSTON, Maas., - July . 29.—Charles 
Ponzi, the “‘ postal exchange wizard,” 
who has been paying 50 per cent. in- 
terest every forty-five days to thousands 
and who claims to have rolled up about 
$15,000,000 profits in six months, today 
poured out great volumes of cash to 
customers who had “‘ lost faith ”* in his 
enterprise.

were none, and the door jwas closed, pre- | 


sumably to reopen in the morning for 
the ‘next batch’ of the “‘ faithless.’ It is 
estimated that nearly half a million 
dollars was sturhed back to the public 


today. 

Miss Lucy Mell, Ponsi's secretary,. de- 
clarés that nearly $2,000,000 has Been 
paid the public since Monday; this sum 
including, however, a very large number 
of ‘matured loans” on which the 
promised percent was paid. 

There was increased excitement about 
the Ponzi offices this forenoon.. The of- 
fice did not open at the hour announced, 
9 -o’elock, and wild rumors went about 
that Ponzi. had “‘ skipped out.’’ The of- 
fice opened before 10. o’clock, .however, 
and Ponzi himself appeared about 11. 
He was greeted hy the huge throng with 
lusty cheers. A cheery wave of the hand 
was his response. 

Ponzi was about the offite but a few 
minutes, to give certain brief instructions 
to his staff. He quickly disappeared, to 
be seen no more during the day. 

Protected by armed guards’ the cash 
was brought from the bank to the office, 
where the ‘“‘ paying teller” was watched 
over by an alert young man sitting close 
by. At the latter’s elbow, on the table, 
rested a huge revolver. 

Today a new atteinpt was made to tie 
up Ponzi’s stock in a number of Boston 
concerns, these interests including large 
holdings in the Hanover Trust Company, 
Joseph Daniels, one of the early inves- 
tors, who now claims he was in partner- 
ship with Ponzi, is seeking to collect 
$1,000,000 of the profits thus far ac- 
quired, 

Danielg recently filed a bill in equity 
against Ponzi and today in an amended 
motion he claimed that he was to share 
equally in Ponzi’s part of the profits. 
He. seeks to enjoin Ponzi from selling, 
transferring or otherwise disposing. of 
his interest in these concerns, pending 
a hearing. Judge Wait has issued an 
order of notice to the “‘ Wizard’ on 
the amendment, which is returnable 
Tuesday.’ Ponzi is asked to appear. 

To Open New York Office. 

Ponzi declared today that he would 
open an office in New York City at 
once. He explained that there js be- 
tween $30,000,000 and $40,000,000 more to 
be made by his_acheme, but it must be 
done at once, he says... He’ declares 
thet as difficulties have arisen in New 
England he is forced to go elsewhere to 
secure money for his large operations.

WILL REPORT TO CONGRESS 


Anti-Alien Land Legialation of 1913 
Has Falied to Meet the Case, 
He Asserts. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 29.—Repre- 
sentative King Swope of Kentucky, who 
was Chairman of the House sub-com- 
mittee which recently completed an. in- 
vestigation of Japanese immigration to 
Pacific Coast States, declared in a 
statement issued here ‘today that this 
country has ‘** reached a point where we 
should not permit any unassimilable race 
to fill up our Pacific States or any 
other States.”’ .He said the ‘‘ privilege 
of entry of any and all immigrants 
should be predicated upon their ability 
and desire to become real, loyat, patri- } Tur 
otic Americans.” 

The sub-committee will report to the 
House committee when Congress assem- 
bles in December. Mr. Swope declined to 
say what rec dations would be 
made. 

“It is rather difficult for the people 
of the East and the South fully to appre- 
ciate the Japanese immigration question 
and its effect upon the Pacific Coast,” 
said Mr. Swope, ‘‘ When. we realize that 
about 100,000 of the approximately 150,- 
000 Japanese in this country\live in Cali- 
fornia, we can readily see why the Cali- 
fornians view with great alarm a con- 
tinued Japanese immigration. Washing- 
ton, Oregon and California in particular 
seem to represent.an earthly paradise to 
the Japanese because of their favorable 
climate and fertile soil. Asa result, 
about four-fifths of the total Japanese 
population in the United States live in 
these three States. : 

‘The Californians allege;’’ Mr. Swope 
said, ‘‘that the '‘ gentlemen’s agree- 
ment’ is being violated and that thous- 
ands of Japanese immigrants are enter- 
ing this country surreptitiously every 
year by wey of the Mexican border. 
And, in rupport of that statement, they 
loffer the fact that the Japanese pgpu- 
j lation in California has doubled since 
1913. 

**It must be said the Jap is thrifty 
and as soon as he saves something from 
i his earnings he goes into business for 
himself, usually tarming. As a result, 
| they are acquiring great tracts of land 
| in California und taking over whole com- 
‘munities: As the Japanese would come 
ir many whites would move out, be- 
| cause, as they stated, they did not like 
the new environment and could not com- 
pete witn the Ja greg —_ to their

“*These facts led to the pas panenae by the 
California Legislature in 1013 of the 
anti-alieéhn: land law, which made ‘it 
illegal for thcs€é who are not eligible ior 
naturalization to own land;.or to lease 
it for more than three years. But the 
Japanese’ have evaded that law to such 
an extent that it practicaily serves no 
purpose at all. For instance, a Japanese 
who is precluded by. that law from own- 
ing land buys the land in. the name of 
his infant native-born child, and: bé- 
comes the guardian of such child, The 
Japanese also form corporations with 
white ‘dummy’ directors and acquire 
land in enormous acreages. 

‘The. Califronians assert. that the 
Japanese offer a Linggry roblem in that 
they could not be flated. It is 
very rare that a taianeee man marries 
a- white: woman, or yice versa... Both 
races seem to discountenance inter-mar- 
riage.

OLD, FAMILIAR FACES. 

There is much chuckling among the 
Wilsonphobes because former Senator 
Joserpn W. Baier got some 5,000 
votes more than his nearest compet- 
itor as a candidate for Governor in the 
Texas Democratic primary. Mr. 
BaILpy has a genius for being ‘‘ agin ’’ 
almost everything. For a time Mr. 
Winson was his favorite-hatred. In 
the last two months, however, he 
seems to have neglected that. In his 
campaign for Governor the open shop 
was perhaps his chief policy and 
various local issues were his. He is 
an anti-suffragist, anti-prohibitionist, 
a sort of universal “‘ anti.’’ He is a 
man of ability, a practiced orator. He 
was the nucleus of many dissatisfac- 
tions and he has retained a consider- 
able following of his own. There were 
three candidates against him. That 
division in the’ Democratic Party was 
his opportunity. As he didn’t get a 
majority, there will ‘be another primary 
in August. Presumably ‘‘ the un- 
bowed, bright, insubmissive head ”’ of 
Mr. Barer will then be submerged. 

News comes from another ancient 
acquaintance. Mr. THoMAs E. Wat- 
s0N of: McDuffie County is a candi- 
date for.United States Senator from 
Georgia to succeed Senator -Hoxke 
Smrrn. . Only last May there was a 
union between these two illustrious 
statesmen and their forces in the 
Georgia Democratic State Convention. 
They were one in the sacred purpose 
of belaboring the Administration. If 
Mr. Smrra hoped to make use of the 
large number of Watsonians to re- 
elect himself to the “enate, he must 
be of a remarkably trustful disposi- 
tion.. Mr. Watson speaks for himself. 
He can hammer the League of Na- 
tions harder than even Mr. Smrrz, 
and he is not without a regrettable 
tendency to hammer Mr. SmirT# also. 
The situation is depressing to students 
of these familiar Georgian figures.

In a tedious and scrap-bag platform

Lat. The New York Republicans de- 


pend, vainly perhaps, on the national 
campaign for the election of their, 
State ticket. Experience as to the 
working of the State-wide primary has 
been conclusive. The State Conven- 
tion ought to be restored. It is nec- 
essary for party integrity, responsibil- 
ity and government. In their platform 
the Republicans chose to bluster about 
Tammany Hall, their old ally. They 
discreetly forgot Governor HucGuHgs. 
While their position is correct, it is 
fatally weakened by public remem- 
brance of the constant unwillingness 
of the Republicans in the Legislature 
to pass a bill repealing the legislation 
against which they are 50 bittef"in the 
platform. 

The State Superintendent of the 
Anti-Saloon League urbanely calls the 
Republican prohibition plank ** a cow- 
ardly falsehood.’’ ‘The doubtless dark- 
ened minds of most of the rest of us 
can’t. see how prohibition: is now any 
more of an issue than slavery. At any 
rate, it isn’t a State issue; but who 
can fathom the mysteries of the Anti- 
Saloon League mind? 

The worst thing among many bad 
things to the discredit of the Legisla- 
ture of 1920 was its refusal to provide 
for the reorganization of the State 
Government. Extravagance cannot 
cease, responsibility and efficiency 
cannot begin in the State Government 
until that organization is effected. 
Recognizing their mistake, the Repub- 
licans of Saratoga emitted some. half- 
hearted and hypocritical ‘sentences on 
the subject. If they think that this 
vital, indispensable reform can be 
checked by shrieks about ‘* Executive 
aggression ’’ and ‘* Executive dicta- 
torship ’’ they are mightily mistaken. 
They wail over ‘‘ the waste and ineffi- 
ciency st Washington.’’ They have 
dcne everything to encourage and 
nothing to stop waste and inefficiency 
at Albany. If they are so eager, as 
the platform says, ‘‘ to set our house 
in order,’’ why didn’t they do it? In 
sum, a worthy candidate for Governor 
has been nominated on a platform rich 
in ‘‘ structural weakness.’’ 








FOR AN IMAGINARY LEAGUE. 
* For plain, blunt business men the 


Republicans are indulging in a lot of} 


metaphysical distinctions these days. 
They reject with scorn the League’ of 
Nations, but they believe devoutly in 
a.Ueagie. For the reality, the League 
actually alive and at work, they have 
only opposition and contempt, but for 
ah abstract, disembodied League they 
profess: deep affection. They are tre- 
mendously strong on the “ principle ”’ 
of the League. But what this is they 
do not explain. It appears to be some 
sort of filmy, aerial phantasm, which 
vanishes as soon as it is touched. In 
short, the League which the Repub- 
licans now say they favor is a ghostly 
League. It*has no real existence. To 
attempt to give it a body would be 
fatal. Let HarpINnG try to do it and 
see what Senator JOHNSON would say. 
The robust Californian has nothing of 
the superstition of the JoHNsoN as yet 
more famous than he—we mean Dr. 
SaMvEL JOHNSON—and would let no 
Cock Lane ghost of a Republican 
League of Nations escape the bludgeon 
of his denunciation. 








THE STEEL STRIKE. 

Last year’s steel strike is made the 
subject of belated comments by the 
Interchurch Movement. Senator’ Krmn- 
YON’s committee made an early and 
full report upon it. There are facts 
enough for both partial and. impartial 
judgment. The Senate committee 
report was anything but a whitewash- 
ing document. It revealed bad con- 
ditions and urged betterment. But it 
found some good things in the man- 
agement of the Steel Corporation and 
some evil things in the conduct of the 
strike. The Interchurch report is 
merely an indiotinent, not a judicial 
inquiry. 

If the movement. for greater hu- 
manity in the relations between eni- 
ployed and. employers ‘has demon- 
strated anything, it is that the workers 
need to be protected from friends 
who volunteer to be generous in their 
behalf at others’ expense. Labor and 
capital can never be brought together 
by. setting them at each other’s 
throats or by finding that all the 
rights are on the ‘one side, all the 
wrongs on the other. Among “the 
differences between the Kenyon and 
Interchurch reports is the emphasis 
which the former puts on the interest 
of.the public. The Interchurch report 


If the public has rights, there is a 
limit to the burdens on capital and to 
the concessions to labor. But if labor 
alone is to be considered, there is no 


limit to either. The winning of the 


strike would have been followed by an 


|} autocracy of labor worse than the 


defeat of the strike was nécessary for 
the reform of conditions in the steel 
industry.

If the Kenyon 
report was right, nothing in the con- 
ditions of employment could justify the 
strike. It was fairly fought out, and 
the strikers lost largely because public 
sentiment was dead against them. 


Why should outsiders now seek to} 


stir up fresh trouble? There is no 
evidence that the workers themselves 
are not busy and contented. 








BRING HOME THE BACON. 
“The Journal of Commerce discloses 
a situation fraught with danger to our 
export trade, and also of interest to 
many who aspire to be, but are not, 
autocrats. of their own breakfast 
tables. As a result of the war, the 
British Ministry of Food stands pos- 
sessed¢ of half .a million boxes of 
American bacon. It is not really good 
of its kind, the hogs having been slop- 
fed, under pressure of wartime con- 
ditions, to produce weight rather than 
quality. The streaks of lean are thin 
and separated by huge wads of watery, 
slate-blue fat. The curing was calcu- 
lated with regard to preserving the 
meat in the trenches rdther than with 
regard to the palate of the consumer. 
In short, it is the bacon so many of 
us have attempted of late. During the 
months succeeding the war the Min- 
istry of Foods apparently hoped to 
work off the stock on the British 
public, which consumes. somewhat 
larger quantities than native piggeries 
supply. Now Danish bacon has re- 
appeared, which, thanks to skillful 
feeding and delicate curing, is uni- 
versally preferred. The Ministry of 
Foods faces a serious loss, and the 
public in general has conceived a 
prejudice against American bacon. 

The simple truth is that, by and 
large, our bacon is of an inferior 
quality. The reason doubtless is that 
through many decades the. preference 
of the well-to-do was for fresh meat, 
which was abundant and cheap. 
Chops and steaks were the delight of 
the .American breakfast... Pork prod- 
ucts were regarded as inferior food, 
destined mainly for the construction 
gang and the lumber camp. On the 
rare occasions when Americans ate 
bacon they cut it so-thin and fried it 
so crisp that its quality -was largely 
destroyed; it figured as a condiment 
rather than as a food. The fencing of 
the ranges and the migration of farm- 
born people to the cities put an end to 
our indulgence in fresh meat. In most 
European countries it has always been 
unknown at the breakfast table, and 
as a result the feeding and curing of 
bacon has become.an art of the finest. 
Many an American has learned to date 
his vacation from the day upon which, 
safely aboard an English liner, he can 
have meaty, succulent bacon with his 
eggs seven days in the week. 

Unquestionably there is already a 
considerable demand ‘here for bacon of 
the European,kind and quality. And 
unquestionably also we are able with 
a little intelligence and care to meet 
the European competition both as to 
quality and price. The reproach with 
which our'-merchants have been most 
frequently charged is a failure to 
study the tastes of foreign markets 
and to meet unfamiliar demands with 
promptitude and skill. It is the fault 
of a new country, over-rich in re- 
sources ; put if we are to take our 
rightful place in the markets of the 
world it must be corrected. It is a 
counsel of obvious. wisdom to bring 
home that bacon—or, preferably, to 
see that it is sent to the people of 
Central Europe, who are so sorely in 
need of any kind of nourishing food.

TESCHEN. 

Another of the innumerable disputes 
that sprang up at the Peace Confer- 
ence, to the consternation of" states- 
men who had never heard of them 
but had to decide them, has now been 
settled by the arbitration of the Coun- 
cil of Ambassadors... The dispute be- 
tween the Poles and Czechs over 
Teschen has been “compromised and 
one may hope that the settlement will 
be somewhat more enduring than have 
been some of the others reached by 
this. method. 

Teschen was 4 duchy attached to 


‘| Bohemia, and swallowed up along with 


‘in -vain, for a Czech attack on the Po- 


lish rear. The Czechs have remained 


jneutral, but Poland ‘has found little 


sympathy among them. By the am- 
bassadorial arbiters the district has 
been divided in almost equal parts, 
with ‘Poland getting the town of 
Teschen, where the Austrian Army 
headquarterswere situated during most 
of the war, and the Czechs the coal 
mines, but with the stipulation that 
Poland must be allowed part of the 
coat at fair prices. This is seemingly 
about as well as anybody could do in 
the way of a settlement, and ought 


to satisfy both sides.

“[hat profiteering at 
least could be reduced 
if ‘‘ultimate consum- 
gr eae ers’’ were better in- 
gas Ye 9 formed as to wholesale 
prices and as to both the number and 
size of the profits that are all included 
in the price finally paid—that has long 
been more than a suspicion in the minds 
of the seemingly not many people who 
refuse to admit that prices go up and 
down through the workings of a mys- 
terious law with which human beings 
have nothing to do. 

-Of course there is such a thing as 
“the law of supply and demand,” but it 
is far from being the only influenca 
that affects prices, and, strictly speak- 
ing, a. decrease of supply and an in- 
crease of demand dogs not so much put 
up prices as create an opportunity for 
the controllers of the supply to put the 
prices up. 

It is presumably as a result of ideas 
such as these that it has been suggested, 
recently, that dealers should be_ com- 
pelled plainly to mark cost as well as 
selling price on their goods. That, how- 
ever, would not help the ultimate con- 
sumer much if the last handler of an ar- 
ticle were obliged to reveal only what he 
himself was making on it, and he would 
be unable in most, or at least in many, 
cases to provide the customer with a 
full record of all profits above what the 
original producer received for what was 
sold. But to be helped even a little 
would count in living costs these days, 
and that there are cases in which reve- 
lation of the last profit alone would 
count for more than a little has just been 
demonstrated by the agents of the De- 
partment of Justica in this city. 


Inspecting 


As it happened, it only

Are Raised. preciably to reduce the 
excess. The plan of the department’s 
agents was to go to the Harlem farm- 
ers’ market, find out what prices were 
paid there for vegetables by the retail- 
ers, and then to see whether or not those 
dealers, later in the day, charged their 
customers more than the permitted and 
agreed advance of 25 per cent. on dry 
groceries and 35 per cent. on the kind 
called ‘‘ green.” 
As soon as this plan was announced 


there was a sudden and decided drop in}! 


prices—at the market! Potatoes, for 
instance, were reported to be selling at 
$5.50 a barrel, instead of at $9, as they 
did the day before, and there were 
similar, though smaller, drops in all 
sorts of vegetables. Neither supply nor 
demand had changed materially, so the 
justly celebrated and deservedly revered 
law of supply and demand, though 
doubtless it was working as usual, was 
some ways from being the chief factor in 
determining the level at which the day’s 
transactions were carried on. 

If happenings of this sort are re- 
peated often enough, and get from the 
public the thoughtful consideration they 
are worth, in time there may be few 
people left to hear with patience, as a 
sufficient explanation of increased de- 
mands oh thejr purses, the familiar 
statement that the price of this, that 
or the Other thing has ‘“‘gone up.” 
Prices do not go up; they are put up, 
sometimes with and sometimes without 
justification, and always by persons 
who have names, places of business and 
all the other attributes of individual 
being, including legal and moral re- 
sponsibility for their acts. 


Nothing could better 
show the sort of minds 
Them as ossessed by the inmates

They Are. tory—or better illustrate 
the difficulty of keeping them in order— 
than what happened when Governor

To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

The remarkable memoranda of General 
Ludendorff on the danger of Bolshevism, 
published in today's Tnazs, vividly recalls a 
conversation with Sir Edwin Arnold in 1889, 
when he expressed the same views, which 
may be of interest ‘to your readers. 

We were returning from India on the ol 
P. & O. 8. 8. Nizam, and.as we walked the 
deck the conversation turned on Russia. Ih 
view of the present situation his words 
seemed almost prophetic and are in singular 
analogy with the sentiments of General La- 
dendorff. 

* Stopping suddenly, with great earnestness 
he said: 

** Uniess, the European nations and Amer- 
fica join in some great movement .to check 
the coming avalanche, the day is not distant 
when a great crisis will arise and the hordes 
of Russia will pour over Europe ve 
its people and its civilization into t sea, 
It is for your country and‘ours to cultivate 
the most intimate relations,’ s0 that when 
the critical hour arrives we shall be able to 
meet the issue that threaténs our destruc- 
tion."’ ‘ 

It was the memory of these words that 
led me to advocate the movement for ‘the 
establishment of the Peace and Arbitration 
League, the forerumner of the League ‘of 
Nations of today. Our fundamental idea 
was to unite the nations of the world in a 
movement in which each country would 
supply its quota of naval and military power 
to maintaim the peace of the, world, under 
rules to be established by The Hague Tribu- 
nal, but under which no country would be 
bound to surrender any of its own sovereign 
rights.

Oliver M. Saylor, an American offi- 
cial, who was in Saratov at the time; says 
the ‘‘ decree ’’ was invented by some irre- 
sponsible individual and signed ‘‘ The Free 
Association of Anarchists of Saratov ""—a 
forgery—to discredit the Anarchists. The 
Anarchists were never in power; the Bol- 





sheviki hated them, and had jatied severa! d 


hundred of them. Mr..Saylor presented these 
facts in The New Republic, March 15, 1919~ 
sixteen months ago. 

The Central Soviet Government published 
on May 18, 1018, a decision imposing a fine 
of 26,000 rubles on the Moscow comic paper 
Evening IAfe for printing @ fictitious na- 
tionalfgation decree on May 3, and suppressed 
the paper. . 

The New Europe, which first published 
the nationalization story, made a full re- 
traction and apology. 

Harold Williams, who sent the story to 
England, also apologized.
